Every ten yean Maruftekd State College 
undergoes inspection by a team of 
evaluators represantlnfl the Commission on 
Higher Education of the Middle States 
Association of Colleges and Schoob. This Is 
the organization which accradtts Khoob.

: MSCpaMdtlMtKtMidwwaccraditod 
for another ten years. Brotwn wrote a report 
Mpresenttng the views of the cvaniators. 
This report comments critically on nnany 
Mpocti of the college: mission and planning, 
adminMratlon and governance, trustees and 
governance, faculty, affirmative action 
students and student affairs, residence life 
health service, college union/student ac 
Uvitles. admlssslons, financial aid, counsel 
ing, career development, placement 
academic advising, academic programs 
educational services, the library, flnarKes, 
the plant and equipment. 

In general, MSC seeins to be a pitetty 
good pfaK» to bt, aocoiding to th« npott. h 
do« havt prabltim and'tfrong point>. 

The nport was qtilte oWcai of dM ad- 
minMratlon. h Matat dtat th« ttow of tranii- 
Uon ihotild be drawing to a dose, and that 
•ome of itabdttsMhould mak« itself apparent.

The report points out that there is a con- 
tinuing turn-over among upper level ad- 
ministrators, an appointment of a senior 
academic administrator without experience 
or scholarly cre4entials in academic leader- 
ship, use of collective bargaining in place of 
formal faculty governance, and the general 
perception that President Janet L. Travis

Brown writes, "There is little evidence at 
Mansfield of a clear definition of ad- 
ministrative and academic responsibtlitles;

Biown abo says that th« faculty hara Is 
hard working, dedicated, and committed 
teachers. He notes the unusual division of 
.depaitments but also notes that few faculty 
have difficulty dealing with the arrangement. 

Students, according to the report, do like 
MSC. Students particularly value the close 
relationships with faculty; a ma]or advantage 
of a school the size of MSC. Brown writes. 
"They (students) believe that the faculty 
cares about them and wants them to receive 
a quality education. In turn, they feel 
challenged by the faculty and feel thay are 
receiving a good education," 

Students arc also concerned about deci- 
sions being made without their input, and 
feel they need to be better Informed. Female 
students think the college is male- 
dominated. 

Brown praises Residence Life, "The 
facilities are well-maintained, exceptionajUy 
daan, widi ample space for flexible prograin-

They also 
note, however, that for the Liberal Arts to 
continue, planning and thought must be 
given to expanding Interdisciplinary and 
honors programs. They also recommend a 
more Innovative approach shoukl .be In- 
stituted for the humanltias.

Mounti^s impresslye in 31-0 romp

"If s «asy to say ymi'ra going to be 
good, bitf you haw to g& oUf and prova 

tt." 

That statement was quietly admttted 
by Mountie defensive end Armie 
George as he concluded his solo tour on 
a pcacehil Van Norman Fteld, 90 
minutes prior to kickoff. 

Last Saturday, George and the rest 
of the Mansfield bunch proved they 
were good.

welcomed their inWad fbrstdown with 
nearly ten minutes gone In the first 
quarter. However, the drive was quickly 
smothered as Brockport punter Joe Ja- 
sienowski's attempt to rush for a two- 
yard first down was fracturied by 
breakthrough linebacker Steve Radocaj. 

Mountie defense was unrelenting for 
every bit of the four quarters. They set 
up touchdown number two at the 8:50 
mark in the second as an alert Don 
Chubb broke free and pounced on the 
Eagle punter, a mere six feet from the 
goal line. Again, it was Amendola get- 
ting the T.D. two plays later behind flne 
blocking on the left side of the line. 

A slight sign of life began to show 
itself in Brockport's next posession lead 
by a strong rushing exhibition by 
fullback David Cotter. The drive went as 
far as the Mountie 30, but, again, died

It was apparent that, after the first 
half.

Mansfield changed the lights on the 
scmeboard for the fMal time with 51 
seconds left in the third as Webster (ten 
cantiiBS for 68 iwd4 fought Ms way 
home from the 12.

The Mounties moved the baO 
with a degree of efficiency not seen in 
years. The defense didn't let Brockport 
breathe in the least bit. 

The final period came and went 
without notk». The 3,000 fans atten- 
ding apparently got quite accustomed to 
the "0" bebw the "opponent" side of 
the number board. It didn't change. 

Coach Joe Bottlglleri, somewhat 
causiously optimistic after the win noted 
that, as the season progresses, the go- 
ing will only be more diffk:uh.

"Basically, Guklellne Is a tel^hone^iT 
formatkm and referral segrvkre." says Mary 
Soderburg. director of Guklellne. Its tQll-h«te 
telephone nunibier is 1-800-332-6718 with 
telephone houra of 10 a. mi to 10 p.m. 

On the average, GuklUne receives 35 
calls per week. Soderburg adds, "Essentially 
we are a new program, but the cafls an im^. 
creasing every month." 

"Right now we have approximately 400 
services on file," says Soderburg. Guklline 
uses not just what U on tfM.JAn, but alM 
tracks down services. 

Soderburg explains that in this area 
about every phone caU you make is king 
distance. For people who do not -knew the 
area, tt is difBcuk to (bid a place to start when 
trying to sohw^imUsm. faoplecanaal the 
toB free rtunriter to ftnd -wltenk the service 
they need is l oca ted, ■ 

Lany Miller« chainnan of the Sodokigy; : 
Social Woric and Criminal JusHce M;-. 
mlnistrattoh, feeling a real need fora oehlr^, 
cleailnghouse of inforrruition for the' area, 
applied for the grant that funded Guklellne 
from the Commlssioh on Crime and Delin- 
quency. Guklline started in the sprbig of 
1981 with two staff people. Sodoburg says, 
"We were set up to serve youths and their 
femllies; to serve four counties, whk:h ex- 
panded to a fifth county this summer." The 
five counties Include Tioga, Bradford, Pot- 
ter, SuUvan and Susquehanna. 

Soderburg says, "That grant has now riin 
out, so we are now funded through kxal 
counties and aganctes." Most of the money 
comes diracHy fRmi an Aduk Bk>ck Servk»s 
Grant from the oounttes of Tk>ga, Bradford 
and Pptter.

"Fortunately," commented Dave Fried, 
"The problem has not affected any han- 
dicapped residents .", thus avoiding 
a violation of federal building codes. Fried 
also commented "That the residents of the 
upper fkxnrs of Maple B are very unhappy 
vMti the lack of progress fhat has been made 
Ji the faMt eight months:" and «vill have to 
bear with the lituatton until H is corrected 
sdmelbnc in tfw dMmt|Min.

When asked why these mings were not 
taken care of this summer, college officials 
teD us aO available maintenance workers 
have been told top priority goes to vacating 
North Hall and rekxating thoae officn. This, 
they say- is a presidential decision. 

It seems, then, that President Travis has 
lost sight of her priorities. A college's first 
priority Is its students, and it would seem 
logical that the building In which we spend 
most our time-the residence halls-ihouM 
be the administration's first concern. 

This fall semester we each pay $475 for 
our room, an Inaease of 13% over last 
yeai'srate.

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House Passes SSHE Bill 

CAS oncers ^Uted

The State System of Higher Educa- 
tion Bill (SSHE) passed the state house 
by a vote of 181 to 3 on Wednesday, 
Sept: 22. 1982. The biU ««in b«eome ef- 
fective July 1. 1983. 

SSHE will remove the 14 state- 
owned colleges and university from the 
Jurisdiction of the Pennsylvania Depart- 
ment of Education, and establish a 
board of govemocs and a charK^Uor to 
g o v e rn w syil ti n i41ie bftatd will con- 
sist of the Qovemor, the state secretary 
o< education, five members ^tAm are 
presently serving on the Board of State 
College and University Directors, five 
trustees of contituant institutions and 
three students. 

Commonwealth Association of 
Students Legislative Director Brenda 
Burd says, "CAS has been working for 
passage of the State System Bill for 
seven years and considers its passage a 
great victory for students in the system. 
This bill will save Pennsylvania tax- 
payers thousands of doliars and allow 
the institutions to <^Mfa|s mcNfe effe- 
dentib.'" 

The bill will create a voice for 
students in the governance of the state 
university system. 

Rick Schulie, State CfiiS Vice- 
President says, "Our main concern has 
been student empowemient This UN 
gives us a ^timate say in' how ttitngi 



are run. Previously it's been when the 
administration wanted us to haye a say, 
they'd let us. We had to go to extreme 
like demonstrating or taking the tuition 
battle to court They gave u« no. 
choice." 

Schulze adds that students will have 
representation by law. Students on the 
board will have a word on how things 
are run; thus there can be no tuition 
hikes without student input. 

Dave Powell, M«nsneld's Co- 
ordinator of CAS thinks^ ' 
to have student repi 
Board of Governors. 

CAS President, Maggie Kulyk says, 
"We are elated at the passage of the bill, 
however the timing of the passage in 
dicates that its implementation will lead 
to more political game playing and that 
appointments to the board will not be 
chosen by experience In aducslHon but 
on a political basis." 

Democratic Whip James Menderino 
(D Westmoreland) argued on the floor 
that a trade was being- made between 
the Assoctation of State College and 
University Faculties and the repubHcans 
for an endorsement of ThombAr^ tf 
the bill passed without amendment. 

"There is an endorsement cA a 
gubernatorial candidate hanging in the 
balance, if this - bill passes urtthout. 
amendinen^" Manderino says. 

The Eteiire Star Gawlle wrtles. "A 



board of governors which the governor 
must appoint within three months of 
signing the bill, and a chancellor will 
oversee the university system." 

This legislation establishes a more 
competitive state university system, with 
each college gaining university status. It 
will take awhile to implement the pro- 
gram and live up to university status. 
According to PoweH the Middle States 
Evaulators claim Mansfiekl will not meet 
university criteria. MSC does no) have 
certain programs. Students could 
graduate from MSCJacQ<M>eaiBon w{th

grams. 

The legislation also defines the 
duties of the Presidents and Board of 
Trustees; thus clarifying responsibilities 
and power structure. Powell says, "The 
main thing is it will give more control to 
the Board of Trustees." He hopes that 
with more power invested in the Board 
of Trustees, despite past probleftis with 
the administration, things will change. 

"In the k>ng run it will h^ the col- 
lege cooimunt^ as wall q}ecifk»% in 
the area of k)cal contracting for cpUege 
expenditures," Powell states. An im- 
provement for the community's }oeA 
economy is the college's greater ac- 
cessibility to local contracting. Currently

"In terms of retrenchment the 
SSHE bill would be putting the decision 
making process on the shoulders of 
President Travis and her administration, 
instead of Secretary of Education 
Scanlon," says Schulze. 

Schuize states, "The whole blessing 
of the bill is Scanlon will no longer be 
the head of higher education." Scanlon 
would no longer represent the three fac- 
tions of basic education, secondary 
education and higher jaducation. It is 
very diffknilt to equally represent all 
three. Powell says, "It will, in the long 
run, benefit higher education. Also, 
SSHE will benefit all levels of 
eduction.'*

Common game species 
are the white-tailed deer, wild turkey, ruffed 
grouse and gray squirrel. Fishing is also 
available to those who wish to make the 
steep hike to the bottom of the Canyon. 
Those who choose to indulge will find a 
plentiful supply of trout, smallmouth bass 
and panfish. 

AO of this, however, would not be 
avallaible today If COTtain geological praoesees 
had not occurred to cause the formation of 
the Canyon. Before glacial activity took 
place, the headwaters ol Ptoie Creek took a 
ncKtheasterly drainage course. Gladets then 
bore down from the northeast and covered 
the area with ice. Later, as the ice melted, it 
left enough debris to block the flow of Pine 
Creek. This natural dam forced Pine Creek 
to reverse its flow to the south to form the 
magnificent Grand Canyon. The Canyon 
now extends for approximately 47 miles, 
and has a maximum depth of 1,450 feet. 

The Canyon received naltonal acclaim in 
1968 when a 12-mlle section of Pine Creek 
Goigt was derignftad as a National Nahiral 



Landnwrii by the National Park Servfce. K is 
not surprising then that the Canyon is sur- 
rounded by 300,000 acres of land ad- 
ministered by the Bureau of State Parks. 

Two parks occupying part of this acreage 
are the previously menttoned Leonard Har- 
rison State Park and Coiion Point State 
Park. 

The Leonard Harris on State Park 
honors Leonard Hanrison (1850-1929) of 
Wellsboro. Harrison was a civic-minded 
businessman and banker who owned land 
around the Canyon He gave 121 acres to 
the Commonwealth in 1922. Within the 
park, a rocky bluff called "The Lookout" 
provides one of the most scenic views of the 
Canyon's eastern rim. It is believed that tMk 
bhiff was used for lighting signal flrei. as it 
provklad an excellent lookout point for In- 
vaders. 

CoHon Point Statf Park was estaUiihed 
from State Forest lands purchased in the ear- 
ly 1900s. It was named for Henry Cohon, a 
lumberman who supervised harvesting of 
trees in the area. Logs were floated down 
Pine Creek to sawmills in . ne a r b y 
Williamsport. 

Greg Sassaman, the Park Superinten- 
dent says that on a yearly average 325,000 
people visit the parks. August and October 
are the two busiest months, as people enjoy 
the last bits of summer weather and the 
splendor of the Canyon's fall foliage. 

The Canyon is indeed filled with majesty. 
However, at the same time It is filled with 
mystery. The Seneca Indians, who occupied 
the area in the 1600s, had a tralf that ran 
through the goiger connecting OcnetM 
Valley paths wllh the Grsat ShamoMn PhOi 
atHjetiey Shore. During a parted of wvera 
drought, the Indiana were forced to move < 
on, and tiaveled by way of diis path. As. the 
part) wound steely up the gorge, a squaw 
carrying a papoose lost her footing and faO to 
the ground. The papoose slipped off her 
back and plunged 800 feet to its death. 
Legend has it that on dry, hot summer days 
when the wind Is blowing a certain way 
through the gorge, a child's pitiful cry can be 
heard. The Indians heard this cry and inter- 
preted it as an omen from the rain god and 
once a year they would sacrifice a child from 
the cliff. Today, people who believe in "The 
Legend of the Weeping diikl," still claim to 
hear that tragic cry coming up through'^ 
gorge. ' -

Last weekend nearly 65 Mansfield State 
College students partteipated in the Reserve 
Officer's Training Programs Fall Field Train- 
ing Exercise, or mor6 commonly known as 
an FTX, which took place at CamixLycogis 
in the Wyoming National Forest The 
Mansfield students, or "Cadets," joined 
others from Bucknell University and Lycom- 
ing, Susquehanna, and Bloomsburg State 
Colleges for two days and two nights of 
rigorous and challenging training.

The Mansfield cadets dkl an excepttonal job 
at Fc»t Bngs. and helped MSCs host ROTC 



institution, Bucknell University, attain the 
rank of 21st out of nearly 150 other univer- 
sities and colleges from the E»tern 
Seaboard. The cadets also observed a 
pyrotechnic demonstration, which displayed 
the various uses of smoke, flares, and other 
devices for communication when more 
sophisticated equipment in not available or 
practical 

The Mansfield ROTC detachment has 
grown considerably since last year, nearly 
doubling its size. At the FTX the increase was 
•duely noted as MSG has been designated as 
Bravo Company of the Bucknell ROTC 
system. 

Captain Harber, one of the primary in- 
sthietors at MSC commented before tiie ex- 
ercise began^that "This exercise is 0ie first 
time out for many of our students..., and it 
should prove to be a trying eiqMrliNice for 
many of them."

Mason, an physics prof etsor at MSG, has 
been reading tdance nciion stories for over 
fifty yaai*.

He told ma that the maibrily of science flc- 
tiOh ildtlal cdntaiK^plots wMdi are sden- 
tMcaly impoNlile. and ha stMes tiiat the 
aiiHMNS should adhara to '*lha naturallaws of 
the univene at viw know them today.." 

Mason says tliiat, "U Is a pity that science 
fiction has'a connotation of betotg children's 
stuff, because good science fiction is more 
thou^t provoidng than othar aniifc* of 
literature. Including, tKa tMdaly r<iad 
romances." 

Mason stresses that to better understand 
science fiction people should have a greater 
knowledge of scientific fact. He applys this 
reasoning to our society and questions how 
the general public can vote on such topics as 
riiortion^ nuclear disarmament or ttte space 
pro-am without having a bmic undantan- 
cbng of sdanca. 

. 'Along those Unas, Mason bdiavas that 
biology, chamiitty. physics and calculus 
should be made required subjocls at MSG. 
He adds that the main thing you can expect 
from his lecture, which he prefers to call a 
oenvorstion^ Is "to have a good fiine."

Mounties tie

At Cahfomia the Wcdwnd bafora last, 

the hard-fought 17-17 tie that the Mounties 
ttattled for left an awful taste in their mouths. 
The 7-7 f\na\e at Bloomsburg last- Saturday 
seemed more on the line of a poison. 

All of those who follow PSAC ball call 
the annual Husl<ie-Mountle matchup a big 
rivalry. It is true that contests between the 
two in recant years have been good ones 
(36-26 MSC and 14-13 MSG) . This one, as 
the precedent commands, was no excep- 
tton. It was a struggle for sixty minutes. 

It first appeared that tha prediction of a 
Mansfield anniltflatkm would hold true. 
Midway in the opening quarter, quaiteiback 
Mike Spiess' pass to flanker Dave Zubb) left 
the baH on the Huskie 10. A true threat. 
Fullback Troy Fislier's two sucessive straight 
ahead rum that followed put the Mounties 
three ymta away from a touchdown, but an 
unttme^ motlen penalty cost the visitors five 
yards. After a tfdrd and eight pass slipped 
through ZubiaV hands in the end zone, 
kicker Bob Whitmer's 25-yard attempt with 
1:31 to play was his first miss of the season. 

Aft^r two sets of downs, Bloomsburg, 
utilizing the pass three-quarters of the time, 
moved effectively downfield, picl<ing apart 
the Mountie secondary with conslstant mid- 
range passes. Huskie quarterback Kllnger 
man's jsass to tight end Mike Blake put 
Bloom on the Mansfield 19, but it ended 
there as the red and black defense con- 
ducted a strong line campaign for the next 
three downs, forcing a 39-yard field goal at- 
tenqit. The shot was well hit but Juit mkned 
to the left and liqit the 0-0 score sflD strand- 
ed on the Ughftoard. The half ended 
icoreleM as flw remaining two po ss eMlq ti 
for Mansfiekl saw a clipping penalty lead to 
an Inescapable punt In each of the drives. 

The third period seemed to come and go 
without notice, save for another early clipp- 
ing call against Mansfield. After a Brian 
Zinger punt. Bloom moved upHeid with back 
to back mid-range passing much like in 
quarter one. This threat advanced as far as

125 years of education

This weekend marks the 125th An- 
niversary Honnecoming of Mansfield 
3^te- College. But MSC now is quite 
dfiffcrcnt from what it used to be. 

In the beginning there was one Col- 
onel Joseph S. Hoard, who is ac- 
credited for the enthusiasm and support 
for MSC. It was he, who, in 1854 sug- 
gested to the Dr. Joseph P. Mortis that 
this area should have an institution of 
higher teaming. 

It was then brought before the 
Methodist Episcopal Church on July' 9 
of that year. Pittsing approval there, the 
idea reached a town meeting on July 
26, and it was decided that individuals 
would each contribute $60, thus taking 

"stock" in the buddliii||'<to%a» adb!Qit|t^:t^ 

be contructed. 

The school was not be to owned or 
operated by the church, but would have 
members on the board of trustees. The 
committee in charge of starting the pro- 
ject then agreed to spend $12,000 for 
the erection of a building to be Itnow m 
the Manifieid Classical Seminary. 

In 1855. Uie fbrst building plans call- 
ed for a faddc structure, four stories 
high. 100 feet long, with two wings, 78 
feet each. With land donated by Morris, 
work began the following luring, and 
foundation walls were pM^Wy «t«^ 
for the building, whidi weiMlnlifMbc 
named South Halt. 



The Rev. J.R.Jacques and his wife 
were named principal and preceptress 
for the seminary with a salary of $900 
per year. By the time the building was 
finished, it had cost $20,000 to build 
and furnish. Thus, on April, 16, 1857, 
with 150 students and a debt of $8,000, 
Mansfield Classical Semtaaiy held Its 
first day of classes. 

The glory, however, was short liv- 
ed. On April 22, just six days after 
opening. South Hall burnt to the 
ground. In a historical address delivered 
at the State Normal School of Mansfield 
by the Honorable Simon B. Elliot noted 
that, "No one was hurt. Most of the fur- 
niture and doors were 
saved. . . I low¥ e » , one fcKM o< snoiM^ 
added to the desiruetknt which hit at 10 



The insurance coverage was 
$12,000, and, not to be discouraged, 
the townspeople gathered again, and 
on September first of that same year the 
first story of the South wing was con- 
structed. Insurance problems left con- 
smii^kMn at a stendstill untd Auq. 1, 



18^> when work pteked up again. Sakl 
ElBot. "Daily we toiled, that and tfie 
next year, and the walls climbed sk>wly 
upward. 

Due to the financial threat, (the in- 
surance monies, were slow or non- 
existant) discussion centered on turning 
the^ seminary into a State Normal 
School. In the meantime, in June of 
1862, the school was soM due to ladt of 
funds. 

The Rev. Cochran was the hero of 
the era, he got the school back. The 
building u/as completed in the fall of 
1862, and' on Dec. 12 of that year, with 
200 students, Mansfield Classical 
Seminary became Mansfield Normal 
School for fifth dIsMct. h vmm the fim 
teachers' school in Pennsylvania. 

Mansfield Normal School remained 
privately owned and funded by stock 
holders until 1922, when the state took 
over alk schools. 

it was onward and upward at that 
point. In 1927, the Mansfield Normal 
School became Mansfield State 
Teachm' CoHiqe. In th« MuMfteld 




State Tnchm' Quarterly of 

1941, it is noted that MansfieM, "a plot 
of fifty acres, is frought with natuid 
beauty and man-made symmetry which 
provide an ideal setting at all times of 
the year. Nearby is Smythe Park, a tree- 
lined inclosure of 30 acres, where the 
athletic contests of the college are held." 
Ma?iy of the trees standing wound the 
MSC campus now are from a tradition 
started in the early classes, as it was a 
custom to plant a dait tree with 
elaborate ceremonies. 

The State Teachers' College stayed 
until 1960, when the name changed 
again to Mansfield State College. A bill, 
just passed, will in July of 1983, make

Before 18.74, the campus was one 
building. South Hall, which was enleurg- 
ed in 1889.

The Donne 

Pinecrest led the way for the dorms, 
when it was built in 1962, hflCfcing 
students at full capacity. Hemlixdt 
foUowed in 1964. Maple Hall In 1%7, 
Laural Manor in 1%9 and Cedarop^ In - 
1976. Total capacity for combined 
dorms is 2,042. 

Edncstfoii 

The Seminary consisted of a 
dasskral education. Classical education 
mcanins that all students studied Greek 
and LaUn subjects. With the change to a 
normal school, the format of study went 
to one of more practical studied. The 
normal school year consisted of three 
semesters, each one 14 weeks long. 
Approximately 90 QO of all students 
were Elementary Education Majors. 
Each course required that a thesis be 
writlen upon some educational subject. 

The State Normal Musical Academy 
had 1 15 students in 1h« year 1874 and 
cost $90.00 per fuU course load per 
semester. The betef of that department: 
"No previous shidy is necessary in order 
to eitabie the student to become 
memben of tftis institution." 

Tuition was a total of $201 in the 
year 1872. . .$12 per term without boar- 
ding. The college rules were, to say the 
least, quite strict the first 100 years. The 
1872 catalog printed the following 
"TIPS" to preipaettve itudehti and their 
parents: 

♦ Parents and guardians earnestly rc 
quested NOT to send us persons who 
have contracted bad habits, as the safe- 
ty of others will demand their dismissal. 
A' Students boarding in the building 
(South Hall) are requested to provide 
themseh^es.wtth slippers. 
^Students will not ^ait the dining room 
at any other time man meal time, the 
wash room or music room, wHlMut per- 
mission. 

-♦Studento are kindly reau^i^ NOT 
to leave the dining room durtaio meab, 
except for good reason, and then only 
by permission from tfie head table. 
It Students boardBng in the building hir- 
nlsh their own lamps, napkins, towels, 
pillow slips, and onm comforter, which 
marked with their full name. 

Social Gracea 
Of course, MSC did have a social 
life. There were sA^ eral music organiza- 
tions open to students, as well as 
drama clubs, i] s teams and various 
Greek oganii jns. Four Greek 
Org ani i a Mons, I. wever, dkln't fare as 
welas the others. One was the Delphk: 
i-ratemitv, charted in 1897, and was 
banned by the Presklent of the college 
in 1915. HaroM Strait, 60 North Main 
St. , Mansflekl, is a 1917 graduate of the 
Normal School, and a member of the 
Delfklc Fraternity. According to Strait, 
tfie fraternity was banned due to the fact 
the college wanted no "secretive 
onaniattom." As a memorial to their 
denmct fciliwilig. ihe b wlhe w houaht a 



some unique ways of eliminating their vic- 
tims. For example, second-floor resident 
Jim Pknkonka was killed by his R.A., Tom 
Tomsa, who just happened to kidi Jtan out 
of his room while he was in ih» shower. 
Tomsa was later done in by a yoiing bKly in 
his own room. 

After btfng kiOed, the vidbms must write 
up their own gp^tafiu on the Pinecrest 
Ccmctary in the Main Lobby. Among the 
"dead" are some well-known personages 
like Bob Bogart. (WNTE Radio-show Hoft), 
Sharon Higgins, Pinecrest G A., and Qwt 
Miskel, another NTE Show Host. 

The game will continue on until )ust one 
player is left. The lone survivor will be 
awarded a cash prize and the person with the 
most successful kills will also receive a prize. 

This game has some controversial faults. 
According to G.A. Sharon Higgins, "So- 
meone is blatantly killing off our people and 
this could affect the outcome of the game." 
Judging from the attitudes that people take 
when playing this game, that person could 
REALLY be mucdmd if found out.... 



bench to place along their stairs which 
ran from Old Alumni down to College 
Ave. After the completion of Memorial 
Hall, the bench was moved up beside 
that building. The bench was destroyed 
during some construction woAi last 
year. 

The co&ej^ rute-of-thumb regarding

tuitalog. "Students are required to 
belong to at least one, not more than 
two oipanlzations, to build character 
and organizational poHdfs, which will 
add to a good social Ufe."

Wanted: Ride to 
stale coach. Can leave any time Friday 
after 4:00! Will help with oate!) 

The year is now 1982. MSC, 
you've come a long way, to coin the 
phrase. All the hundreds of rumors 
you've had... the ghosts of North Hall, 
which really aren't, the burning of a 
building, the protesting to close 
another, the retrenchment, the 
dispair. . . As I tried to find a way to close 
this story, my mind drew a blank; 
nothing semed to fit You arc a fairy 
tale, so, "THE END" won't work. But, 
something as special and beautiful as 
you are, deserves something more than 
a pun or an okl phrase. However, 
somewhere around 1:00 a.m., I realiz- 
ad why I coukl not«nd this story. MSC 
is very much ahve, and continues, to 
thrive: maybe a litde sbwer, but it Is 
thriving. Mansfleki State, you wilt con- 
tinue to thrive, as long as someone con- 
tinues to care.

However, he 
points out that, "We had problems earlier 
getting things done." 

Maple Hall's ADRL, Dave Fried, said 
that the elevator, which has been out since 
last semester, is being worked on. He also 
says Malntenence has been around to repair 
some items. However, blinds, broken win- 
dows in public areas (lounges), lights and 
railings outside the hall have not been fixed. 
Some of the items have been reported since 
' M May. 

Shnon Higgins, the Graduate Assistant 
in Pinecrest, reports that an elevator which 
has been out for tome time was kwked at 
and parts were ordered to repair it. She has 
notkied that in the past two weeks, more of 
the needed repairs wre being attended to. 
Before that time, thou^, not much was get- 
ting repaired. "Unless it was an absolute 
emergency, it wouldn't get done," she said. 
She also said that some minor problems, 
such as closets off the track and broken 
clocks, had not been fixed. One hall was 



without lights for several weeks, but repairs 
were recently made. 

Hemkwk's GA, Stq>hanic Catherine, 
saya that some of the imdlAr ilemsin the hail 
have been lapaked, and she has nolksed an 
Incraaae in lapairs made by Malntenence in 
the past week. However, she says that much 
of the kMinge fumiture-ls broken and falling 
apart; and many of the rooms are in bad 
coiNttHon. "Two guys moved out of the 
building because they couldn't believe they 
paid for what they got," she said. Regarding 
the repair problem as a whole she said that 
the Maple elevator and the Laurel roof seem 
to be the worst problems. "They should hava 
been done, top priority," she said. 

Laurel B still has a leaky roof. That leak 
has now extended to the tfitrd fkx>r. Girls 
have been forced to move out on both 
fk>ors. Janet Wolyniec, a third fk>or resident, 
sakl three tiles fell out of her cell i n g d o t t o 
the water problem. She alio had to move aH 
her personal items (book, etc) from one waB 
so they would not get wet. Her rug was also 
damaged. On the fourth floor, buckets are 
kept in the halls during wet weather to collect 
the drips. Clothes and rugs have also been 
damaged, and tiles in the bathroom are 
stained . A sewing machine was also damagr 
ed from the water, and drips were noticed 
near the elevator shaft. There are only 19

This was 
soon to be foUowed by a well-timed dump 
pass by quarterback Mike Spiess to fuflback 
Troy Fisher on a third and long scenario, 
leaving the ball on MillersviUe's 13-yard line.

The Board of Trustees of MSC 
voted 5-0 to appipve the request for the 
..1983-84 bud^ and voted 4-1 fb ap- 
prove •'Cap'*''' request summary which 
includes the demolition of North Hall. 

At a meeting last Thursday in the 
north dining hall of Manser cafeteria, 
the board approved a $17,744,600 
budget. "This budget is built on achiev- 
ing the areas of thrust that were in- 
dicated in the 5-year academic plan, " 
said the Dean of Finance and Planning. 
Drue McGinnes "It is also based on the 
assumption that the state will increase 
the amount of money they will give us 
over that which they have previously 
•given to us," he said. 

Th« Mp«nd|itur«» fcNT th^jt>W<ia»t 
include salaries, which consfttufe T5 
percent, and non-salary items (utilities, 
supplies, equipment]. 

Revenue for the budget will come 
from the state in the requested amount 
of $10,873,279. This represents a 5 
percent increase over the amount 
awarded in 1981-82, said McGinnes. 
The additional support will come from 
the students in the form of tuition and 
fees. The expected revenue from this 
llgpire assumes an additkMial increase in 
inrolhnerit, but no increase in tuition 
and fees. 

The capitd request summary ap- 
proved by the board includes an addi- 
tional $170,000 request to the state for 
the demolition of North Hall, The board 
approved demolition on the grounds 
that North Hall is a safety and fire haz- 
zard and there are insufficient funds for 
its renovation. According to Carol Alex- 



mim, the budget ditedor, it can't be 
reopened because it can't pMs-inspec- 

tion. 

The following is the list of items on' 
the capital requsM summary. They have 
been ranked by the board in ptdet of 

priority. 

1. Demolition of North Hall 

' 2. Phase II of the renovation of the 

steam distribution system 

3. Renovation of Straughn 
Auditorium 

4. Consturction of multipurpose 
structure and related equipment to 
house library, instructional media 
center and student center. 

In a further outline of the budget, 
Drue McGinnes said that there will need 
to be a relocation of positions on the 
faculty staff He said positions that 
bn^aBM. aaan throiiah. naiuxal retire 
ment or resignation win not be filled it 
the specific department can obsorb the 
vacani;y. Instead, those vacancies may 
be redesignated to areas of new growth, 
such as the Business Dept., Speech 
Dept., and English Dept. 

However, he added that faculity 
positions currently vacant and a full- 
time provost position, will be filled. 

McGinnes also commented on how 
a university status will affect the budget. 
"We Avill'be more contempoary and 
flexible," he said. "I would hope a 
university status will give us a rational 
planning budget process aimed at 
higher educational goals." 

The budget and request summary 
will be presented to Harrlsburg for ap- 
proval, and then the budgets of all the 
schools in the state college system will 
be presented to the Goygmor't Offlcs 
for final approval.

A 55-year-oid MSC student had her 
briefcase stolen from the m tir ^ 
leading to the north dining hall in 
Manser Cafeteria late last wem.

"At first I thou^t ■omeone was 
playing a joke on me, or someone pick- 
ed it up mistake," she said. 

Trowbridge then checked with the 
Food Service Manager Henry Wilk to 
see If a briefcase had oecn recently .turn- 



ed in. He toki ner nothing haa oweti 
reported. 

She also notified maintenance and 
tkiuily and had WNTE advertise that 
her briefcase was ndMbm. She said 
maintenance decided whoever had 
stolen it probably had only wanted the 
briefc2ue and had dumped the papers 
down a garbage shoot. Although they 
searched thf campus garbage shoots 
throughout the weekend, they were 
unable to find any trace of the briefcase 
ot its contents. 

Henry Wilk says, "It's up to the in- 
dividual to leave it (personal belongings) 
in any partknilor place."

This W^k I had planned to 
write a fasoinatLng editorial on 
the gfubematorial race in Penn- 
sylvania.

could think fast on my feet. It 
seemed an even match. 

We were going to debate the 
day before the actual election ac 
the local campaigns would be in 
fuU swing. My mother, being a 
life-long Republican, decided to 
help me out any way she could. 
She got all kinds of information 
about Nixon for me and a half 
doaen poater aiaed pksturea of 
the Preaident. 

When I saw thoas posters, 
my deviously imaginative mind 
went into high gear. I was about 
to launch my first public rela- 
tions campaign (that is now my 
mi^or). Firat I tihou^t of put- 
ting the poaten up aU around 
the classroom, but that wasn't 
very exciting and only my class 
would really get to see them. I 
went up to our garage and 
rumaged around until I found 
aome wooden ^handlea, 
anmething oioae to that, and 
ati^pled the posters to them. 

How I managed to persuade 
a group of classmates and kids 
from other grades to carry the 
posters and march around the 
school house chanting Nixon 
aiogana the di^ of the dsbate, I 
do not remember. 

My activism and ability to 
talk and think fast paid off. My 
team won the debate, and Nixon 



won the mock election. I had 
bested by rival, and was even 
more elated the next day when 
Nixon won the national elec- 
tion. Of course we all know 
wlaat happened not kmg after 
the eleotion. Nixon got oaxight 
doing some things that he 
shouldn't have, and had to leave 
the offioe. Not long after that 
the last of those posters was 
nailed to a wall in a shack, and 
my fktenda and I were throwing 
dartaatit. 

After that, my enthusiasm 
for politics oooled off. Now, I am 
interested again, not because I 
am particularly interested in 
the political power plays, but 
becaaue teoause X cto vote. 
Another im por ta nt fcapeot of the 
eleotion this year is the nature 
of the gubernatorial race. The 
incumbent Republican, with a 
large campaign budget, is up 
against a little known 
Democrat with a campaign' 
budget one third the siss of his 
op p o n ent's. 

TbB outcome of this race 
should be of particular concern 
to college students at MSG 
because after the eleotion is 
over, there could be a realign- 
ment in the adminiatrttlon ot 
the OoUsge.

Many Ertel supporters feel 
that since Democrats out- 
number Republicans in Penn- 
sylvania by 750,000, if turn out , 
is high enough, he should be 
able to win the eleotion. Thovn- 
burghsupportarafHil their can- i 
didate has the advantage of be- 
ing a familiar name and face.

I'in 
not going to do that; I don't fisel 
I am expert enouf^ to do that. 
What I do hope this editorial 
has expressed is that taking 
part in an election can be a lot of 
fun. Oet a bumper aticker. wear 
a button, get out there and vote. 
Bven do a litfla caaqyaigning if 
you're the brave aort. Give 
American democracy a chance 
to work. Then, after the elec- 
tion, you have a good excuse to 
ait baok and celebrate your 
political fr eed om .

■at In front of it? And then there's theatre.

The images before you have three dimensions, moving parts, real 
breathe, real personalities and real life.

"Thm was no conslstancy on offense," said 
a d^jactad Coach Joe Bottiglieri. 

It was a game that Mansfield needed to 
win, as they trailed frontrunning East 
Stroudsburg by a tie and a loss in the PSAC 
East Division. The season grew older, and 
the 32-13 thrashing Mansfield took at the 
hands of Stroud put them out of the picture, 
as eyes now can strongly focus on 
, Westchester, Millersville and the Warriors. 

Hardly minutes had elapsed in the open- 
ing quarter before East StroudsbUlg revaaiad 
they came to After an ihafiiactlve open- 
ing sertas of dowms with freshman Kyle Kroll 
at qu a rttbac k , instead of a much more ex- 
pailenMd M8w Sptaas, Brian nnQii*i fourth 
down and five punt was'psrtUqT blocfcad, 
glAog the Warriors soU fMd poiWon on 
Mansfield'»49. 

After a pair of well-ran keepers by Stroud 
quarterback Andy Baranek, the Warriors 
had a first down on MSC's 14. Thre^ plays 
later, it was a run up tfie mkklle from three 
yards out, giving Stroud a 7-0 edge folbw- 
Ing the extra point. 

The weather qukkly grew cokier. After 
the Stroud kick and another quick set of 
three MSC downs, Zinger's fumbled snap on 
fourth down was pounced upon by a War- 
rior, which gave his team the ball on 
Mansfletd's 15. No toucMoMHriheugh. at 
least not this time, as a Mountte d^mse, 
lead by linebacker Steve RadeatI and tadde 
Don Chubb stopped the Warriors cold. The 
23-yard Md goal on a fourth and one made 
It 10-0, however. 

The weather quk:kly grew toMer. 
Again, the Mounties failed to achieve a first 
down as Kroil's third and five effort on a 
keeper failed . After Zinger's second fumble 
of a snap, Stroud again had excellent posi- 
tion on MSC's 21. Shortly thereafter, 
Stroud receiver Scott Benoit broke free in 
the end zone and latched on to a Baranek 
pass with 32 seconds left in the first quarter. 
16-Oi East SiRxidsbusB. *» tha aidfa point 
failed. 

Stroud defense then tackled on two 
points of its 0wn. After yet anotfier 
Stroudsburg Idckoff in the opening quarter, 
fullback Troy I^isher k»st the ball, but for- 
tunately Mansfield retained poMtsHon as an 
atert Mike Egenrieder scoopecTit up at the 
eight. Then, In an attempt to pass, Kroll 
dropped back and was stripped of the ball. 
A Mountie fell on it In the endzone. forfeiting 
two. out saving six. 

After a punt by both schools. East 
Stroudsburg had the bail on Mansfield's 24, 
yollowing a return by Cambell who broke 
seven tackles on his way. Warrior halfback 
I3ell Walker then advanced the ball to the 
home six with three straight runs up the mid- 
dle. Walker's fourth effort that followed saw 
him fumble. Mountlc guard Al Farhschladcr 
hopped on it, preventing what may have 



been another Stroud score. 

Fisher then demonstrated clutch ability as 
MSC's offertsive line opened up for his 13 
yard sprint up the middle, giving the unit 
room to breathe.

Tha score refflakwd the lanM for lh« re- 
malner of the third and into the fourth 
parted. Ater Strajter was forced out of the 
flame with a fool li^uiy, Mike Spteis finally 
got the nod. After Spien tosaed a pair in- 
complete, a holding penalty against Stroud 
kept the Mountie drive going with the ball on 
the Warrior 21.

On a second and goal, Egenieder broke free 
on the left side and scored from three yards 
o>jt.

The comebAck attempt still hekl Ha 
momentum. After Stroud's Baranek fumbl- 
ed a pitcfi in the next series, Mountte Tony 
B l asc o drcDped on it, giving the Mounties 
ft* baU mid a real horwrt-to-goodiMNS 
ftl^idng chanoe on the Warrior 19. The 
hope began to die there; However, aiiSlroud 

defense soared, stopping an Egenrieder third 
down receptkm short of a ftrst down near the 
15. 

East Sbbudsburg took control deep in 
Mansfiekl tenritory. That serves to describe a 
great deal of the contest. With 3: 16 renudn- 
.ing, Spiess was intercepted deep in Moun- 
tieville, near the 17-yard line. After Walker's 
two carries left the ball on the seven, Benoit 
again greeted a Baranek pass In the end 
zone for a touchdown. The last miniite In- 
sult to injury gave the Warrion the 19-point 
lead they finished with, 

Bottiglieri, stymied with the result, spoke 
softly in short, mesmerized spurts.

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i^Ueged fraudulent phone calls

J An alleged case of fraudulent third 
person telephone calls became ap- 
parent when an MSC student received 

his phone bill listing calls he never 
made. 

The student traced the third person 
calls— long distance calls charged to 
another number— to occupants of 
another dorm. They denied making the 

calls. 

Scott Rose, a freshman residing in 
Maple B. said he received his telephone 
bill on Oct. 20, and noticed there were 
five calls (totalling $19.37) which he did 
not maliie. He said he consuhed with his 
roommate, who claimed not have made 
the calls/ • ' : 

According to Rose, h« called the 
Commonwealth Telephone Co. and 
explained the situation. He said they' 
checked their records, told him the 
source of the calls, and deducted the 
$19.37 from his bill. 

Rose explained he then looked up 
th e number given to him by the phone 



. company and located a specific room in 
Cedarcrest. Rose stated that he brought 

'the problem to the attention of Dave 
Newcombe (Cedarcrest ADRL) and 
Dave Fried (Maple ADRL), and was 
told they-would take care of it. 

Greg Shirk and Bob Trostle are the 
occupants of that room. According to 
Shirk, neither he nor his roommate 
made the calls He said, however, they 
often leave the room unlocked while 
they arc absent and allow friends to use 
the phone. Shirk said the caller could be 
one of the friends or someont' who 
walked irvwhen the door was unlocked. 
He said he is still trying , to locate the 
unidentified caller. 

Shirk said he is respontible for pay- 
ing for the calls, which amount, to ap- 
proximately $40. He said he is being 
more caustious since the episode, lock- 
ing the door and not allowing friends to 
place calls. 

Housing Director Michael Lemaeters 
said that although he wasn't familiar 
with specific cases, at times this type of 
problem arises. In the case of the 
suspected fraudulent third person calls,

Lemasters said he invotbUM to find 
out who made the calls, m isid press- 
ing charges is in the hands of the phone 
company. 

Lemasters said part of the problem 
is the phone company. "The phone 
company should verify calls." 

Lemasters commented that the 
system on campus is a problem because 
two people share the same number. He 
said problems are often compounded 
when friends are allowed to use the 
phone or student move out of rooms. 

He said he has observed other col- 
leges that have ^"credit card" system 
which allows for each individual to have 
his own number. 

However, he pointed out that this 
system requires operator assistance and 
consequentiy costs more. 

To prevent initial problems with the 
l}bone system, Lemasters said the toll 
system and the responsibilities it entails 
are explained to incoming freshman . 

Marietta Bednar, public relations 
director for Commonwealth Telephone 
Co., said, "We have a policy that we try 
to track down calls as equitably as we 
can." 

According to Bednar, it is impossible 
for operators to differentiate an MSC 
call from a Wellsboro call. Bednar said 
in many cases operators will verify calls 
but it is not always possible, especially 
when no one is at home to accept the 
charge. "Why shoukl you be stopped 
from making a^ long distance call just 
because nobody'g.at home?" she asked. 

If suspectecT fraudulent calls do 
arise, Bednar said they have a Cen- 
tralized Toil Investigation service which 
tracks down calls people claim were bill- 
ed improperly. 

According to Bednar., the service 
seeks to find where the call was made 
and to contact the people. She said 
often it is adcidental— people transpose 
digits or confuse their home phone 
number with the phone at work. 

If thare is a case of fraud, Bednar 
said ihe service works with the local 
authorities to decide what, if any, 
cteirges wijl be flWl. "Every situatton is 
dtttRw^t," she saio; 



Belnar said every telephone com- 
pany has this problem;' however, it is 
not a common problem. 

Joe Kennedy, security dlr«cti|r it 
the Osmmonweahh Telephone Co., 
said he couldn't comment on the par- 
ticular case at MSC but said some pro- 
secution on students have been suc- 
cessful while others have not. 

Kennedy said sometimes students 
and parents are able to work out the 
problem and pay the bill. 

Kennedy explained that the legal 
term is "Theft of Services," and different 
actions are taken depending on the size 
of the bill. 

According to Kennedy, with bills 
under $50, the guilty party would be re- 
quired to pay the cost of the bill and 
court costs. The magistrated tiian 
decides whether fines ww, or wlB not, 
tteiinposed. 

"The fines are usually heavier with 



Kennedy said Investigations are 
ongoing and often several different ones 
occur simultaneously, depending on if 
the calls were made between states or 
within a state. 

He said there are not usually a lot of 
investigations. However, he said 
runaways do this frequendy, as do the 
mentally unbalanced and coUmc 
students. "It's the easy way out for 
them." he said. 

Aodoniing to Kennedy, the phone 
company tiys to pvevent fraud, by 
changbig die calls they verify. Ht mm 
some days operators may verify <nm 
c call while at other times they may oray 
wrifo calls going to pay stations., 

*1t depends on what's going on in 
the country," he said. He added that if 
the company was getting a lot of 
fraudulent calls in Pennsylvania, they 
may verify every call from that state. 

However, he said they get 
thousands of legitimate third person 
calb and very few fraudulent calls. "It's 
cheaper to let the calls go through." 

lUinnedy said he would advise 
anyone with a phone biH problem to 
contact the con^^aiqr.

theTnglish Department at MSC 
has undergone an extensive curriculum 
revision including the addition of four 
minor degree programs. 

According tp Dr. Larry Uffelman, 
dcpartrnent chairman, the revised pro- 
gram win maintain the B.S. degree in 
education and the B.A. degree. 
However, it will add minor degracs in 
English, Writing, Comptrfttiv* 
Litamhirt and Conqpaiattvt Uipfliuigt. 

Uffelman said mi addMorad mfaior bt 
journalism was also |MropoMd but not 
approved by Preaidtnt Travis. He said 
Travis can't approve it because It would 
require the hiring of an additional facul- 
ty member. He also said she would like 
to approve it if the problem could be 
solved. 

Uffelman said the department's revi- 
sion includes a reduction in the total 
number of courses previously offered. 
This new schedule allows for every 
course to be offered within a 4-year 
period. 

He said the new revision also pro- 
vides for a "coherent unit" upon vAikii 
students can build a minor degree pro- 
gram. '^Students will now be able to 
take courses in a directed way" he add- 
ed. 

Dr. Gertzman agreed to hmd 
tfM jninor (irogtam. Gertzman was a 
member oi tKe committee, chaired by 
Mrs. Kathleen Hindmut, that, began 



reviewing the department's curriculum 
last year. 

According to Gertzman, ^he minor 
degree prograni entails id hours of con- 
centration. 

Specifically, Gertzman said the 
minor In English is directed towani per- 
sonal enrichment and the improvement 
of reading and writing skllb. 

He si^ the minor in Writing focuses 
on careers that require writing on the 
Job (Business, Communication, Service 
Profesakm). It concentrates on writing 
for diiiannt audiences and includes 
courm in Advanced Compositton. 
Business Writing. Creaiive Writing, 
JoumiAsm and Linguiitics. 

Gertzmart said a Comparative 
Literature minor would be useful for 
students interested in the study of Law, 
Medicine, Sociology and Business. It is 
designed to enhance a student's 
understanding of other cultures. It re- 
quires second year proficiency in a 
foreign language, he said. 

Comparative Language is similar to 
Comparative Literature, but it deals 
with more advanced langualge courses 
and focuses on jqbs requiring transla- 
tion, Gertzman explained. 

Gertman said he < has received 
several inquiries about the new pro- 
gram. "The success of the program 
depends on serious, responsib> 
^dente nvha -wmt a good set jf 
credentials," ha said.

PSEA holds banquet

The Mansfield State College student 
chapter of the Pennsylvania State 
Education Association (PSEA) held its 
Fall Banquet Thursday nitht at the Miller 
Elementary School, Mansfield Pa. 

Following dinner and musical enter- 
tainment provided by M.S.C.'s Musk 
Dept., the program "Educational Issues 
in the 1982 Gubernatorial Race In Pen- 
nsylvania" was presented. Frances 
Moran, Executive Dbector, CNBce of 
Fiscal Adfidnistratfon and hfomiatton 
Systems, Pa. Defwrtment of Educatton, 
represented the current administratton. 
The PSEA view on the issues was 
presented by William Hughes, Jr., 
Assistant Executive Director of 
Technical Support and Research, 
PSFA. The moderator for the evening 
was John Novak, Principal of the Miller 
Elementary School. 

Limited to 30 minutes for opening 
remarks Hughes, wearing a "Truth 
Squad Exposes Thornburgh Lies," 
continually stressed that "Thornburgh Is 
deceiving the public in his claims on 
educational spending. Hughes stated 
that this year was the first time ever that 
PSEA called a state governer "a liar." 
He cited three examples of these 
"lies."all of which were taken from 
televiston advertisements. Thk main 
one was Thombuigh's claim that the 
state spent $2.4 WSm on educatipn; 
Hughes contended diet the actual tag* 
was $1.8blllk>n. 

Hughes also charged that the cur- 
rent administrahon was not keeping its 
Commnweahh constitutional obligation 
to support at least 50 percent of state 
educational funding. He said that the 
total now falls below 46 percent. "It is 



quite apparent," Hughes nkl, "ttiat 
education did not get a priority with this 
administration." 

' Moran used his half-hour to defend 
Thomburgh's record on education . He 
reminded the audience of 60 that 
"education is not a single issue, but 
rather a myriad of issues." Using 
numerous charts and graphs, Moran 
said that the Thornburgh Administration 
spent an average of 24. percent more 
on bask: education than the previous 
administration. 

Moran agreed with the 50 percent in 
the state constitution, but he said that 
the law also states that "if the sums ap- 
propriated (for education) are not suffi- 
cient. . . the aUoeattoiis ihaO be imper- 
tionately reduced." This was the caUse 
of several decreases, Moran saki. 

Following the opening statements, 
questions were asked from the audience 
for each representative to respond. 
Heated debate ensued after several 
questions, with appropriation figures 
being the center of conflict. Accusations 
of manipulating numbers were charged 
by both sides. 

After the hour of questioning, each 
man concluded with a short summa- 
tion. Moran reiterated his defense of 
Thomburgh's record. "The governor 
cares about education," he said, "the in- 
creases in spending clearly show this." 
Hughes again attacked the current ad- 
ministration. "The governor forgot his 
promises," he sakl. "now he Is attemp- 
ting to cover up his ineffectiveness. In 
educatton."' 

The audience, predominantly 
students and teachers, left the cafeteria 
unsure of whose f^ures to believe. One 
student said, "Botti sides sounded very 
convincing, unfortunately both can't be 
accurate."

We believw tUs definition to be 
as nearly opposite aa poesible to 
what we consider a traditional stu- 
dent. One who Uvea, studies, and 
recreates. 

Statusses of veteran, mother, 
father, older adult, and maiden 
aunt were disouase^and diamlaaed 
as sole qualifications. Most of them 
are included in the 'a g reie d upon 
tWInition anywfy. 

Vintfa our titUng protalamflnasily 
sohrsd sad in an aOonrt to get 
studmts to tdsntify themaehws as 
nontraditional students in order ta ' 
beooms assooisteJ there within • 
meaningful manner, (we are 
reoofoiMd on campus) we disousa- 
ed the probability of getting non- 
traditional students the registra- 
tion privileges normally reserved 
for seniors. This sounded like a 
good idea because so many non- 
traditional students must schedule 
school hours cux>und work hours if 
an education is to be obtained. 

As so frequently happotis, a 
solution to one problem causes pro- 
blems elsewhere (you oan't do one 
tbiniO- Our social struoture is 
prs^ioated upon the theoiy of the 
•most eduoAted getting the most 
responsiUHty and theref or e' the 
most privileges. Most of us are 
polite to oldsr people, but we prefer 
a young dootor to sn old tarkdcIiQrer 
if we need swgeiy. 

Veterans ( I tried that for twenty 
four years) already get considerable 
preferential treatment in the form 
of health credits, tuition aasistanoe 
if qualified, and parking privileges. 

The biological qualifications

MSC enrolhacnt: going up 



MANSRELD.PA - Final figures 
show that Mansfield Stste College this 
fall has reached Its highest enrollment 
and second largest entering claM- in 
nearly a decade. 

According to Admissions Director 
John Abplanalp, this year's entering 
class totalled 879 students, falling 12 
students short of last year's 891 entering 
students. However, last year's entering 
class was a 17 percent increase over 
1980 and was hard to top, Abplanalp 
said. 

Despite the slight drop in the 
number of entering students, the total 
full-time equivalent (PTE) population 
(persons taking 15 or more credits) 
stands at 2.540, an 80 PTE increase 
over last year. This year's straight head 
count of 2,713 is a 38 person increase^ 
over last year. Head count includes the 
total number fo full and part time 
students. 

"We're most concerned with the 
PTE count because that's 4vhat our state 
budget allocation is based upon," 
Abplanalp said. He attributed the in- 
crease in PT E's to several factors. "The 
fad that tN FTE Is up 80 peoons and 



head count is up 38 says to me that 
part-time students are becoming full 
time and full time students are per- 
sisting. There also appears to he a 
decrease in the sudent attrition rate," he 
said. He added that the high 
unempk>yfnent m die region be 
playing some part in the numbers of 
students staying in college and becom- 
ing full time students. 

The thing I feel best about to t^ is 
that we've gone (from a head OMint of 
2,476 in 1980 2,713 in 1982. an 
eight percent increase in two years. 
We've gone from a full time equivalent 
of 2.243 in 1980 to 2.540 in 1962, an 
11 percent increase. In view of the 
decreasing number of potential college- 
age high school students, we're dc^g 
very vvell." 

The most popular programs are 
Business Administration and Computer 
Science, which brought In 217 students, 
the Undeclared major, whkrh has 156. 
Criminal Justice Administration, 76, 
and Music, 69. Other areas that are do- 
ingMvell. Abplanalp said, are Biology 
and related fields, pre-engineering, 
Social Work and Soctokigy, Home 
Economics. Spadd Education Elemen- 
tary Education.

Somefyicts abput 

Pennsylvania's new 
university system 



Pennsylvania n.ow has a statewide 
system of higher education. As 
students, you should understand the 
system and its implications. 

The new system Is totally indqMn- 
dent of the Pennsylvania DqMrtnient oT 
Education. A bo«rd of govemon will 
have Jurisdiction over the Pehntyh/ania 
state-ownvd institutions of hi^er team- 
ing. State funding will still be part of the 
nomtal budgetary process through the 
General AssemUy. According to tfie 
leglslirtion, "Hs (the system) purpose 
shall be to provide hight quality educa- 
tion at the lowest possiUe cost to the 
students." 

M^C will be known as Mansfield 
University of Pehnyslvania of the State 
System of Higher Education. Doctoral 
programs may only t>e offered Jointly at 
IOP or any institution chartered to offn^ 
work at the doctoral level. 

The Board of Governors is a 16 
member board consisting of the gover- 
nor or designee, the secretary of educa- 
tion or designee, five State College and 
University Director members, 5 
trustees, 3 students, and one layperson. 
The students are selected from the local 
student government association 
presidents. The Board elects one of its 
members to serve as chair. The chair 



cannont be either the governor or the 
secretary of education. The governor 
nominates the Board of Gonuemors. 

The chief executh/e olfieer of the 
Board of Governors is the Chancellor. 
He or she is repsonsible for the ad- 
ministration of the system. 

iaeh fnstitudon will have a local 
Trustee Council whk:h will consist of 11 
members nominated and appointed by 
the governor with confirmatfon the 
state Senate. At least two nwrnbers shall 
be alumni of the insdtutton, and one 
member must be a full time 
undergraduate student other than a 
freshman. The student term is three 
years or until ^etudent leaves the in- 
sHhition. 

Each president of the state-owned 
universities will be appointed by the 
Board of Governors. The president 
shall be the chief executive officer of 
that institution. He or she will have the 
right to attend and speak at all Council 
Trustees meetings, but wiH not be aUow- 
ed to vote. 

This legislation takes effect July, 1, 
1983. The governor must nominate the 
Board of Governors 90 days aftrer the 
bill is sighned into law, and the Board of 
Governors must cmply the Chancellor 
within six months thereafter. 



The Board of Governors responsibilities: 

-planning and coordinating the development and operation of the system.,' 
-employ and evaluate the Chancellor, and prescribe his/her duties, 
■appoint the presidents of the institutions 
■establish broad fiscal, personnel, and educational policies 

approve extension campuses and new degree programs. 

approve general admiaiion policies, and discipllne/wxpuision policies, 
■coordinate, review, amend, and approve the annual capital budget rsquirements. 
-represent the system before the QenenI AlsfMy> ihe governor, and the^State Board, 
-fix levels of tuition fees. 

-general policies for student aclivtly fses and pro«^ student participation tn tfie fbrrnula- 
tion of this polhein. , ' ^. . 



The Chancellor's reaponsibiltles mwms 

-advise the Board of Governors on policies, 
-recommend the system's overall budget, 
-assist the Board of Governors In the appointment of presidents. 

prepare an evaluation. procedure for adoption by the Board of GovemofS. 

employ central office professional and staff. 

administrate central office. \ 
-systemwide butiness procedures, 
-maintenance of the physical plants and security. 

-negotiate on behalf of the Board of Govamcws in collective bargaining procedures, 
do all comprehensive planning. 



Trustae Council dutlee: 

-make recommendations for appointment, evaluation, retention, and dismissal of univer- 
sity presidents,

Suddenly, the ground trembles, 
and the calm shatters in a great 
roar and blinding flash of light. 
Hie heat is intense. The leaves 
bum on the trees, which also 
bum. The neat lawn is scorched 
brown. The picdcet fenoe lies in 
what used to be Main Street. 
Children and adults run by, 
screaming in fear and pain from 
laoerations and bums— radiftp 
tion bums. Your neat, quiet, 
safe wond explodes into ohaos. 
Tou are a victim of the ftnt 
■tcike of a nuclear war. 

As a nation, we rely on na- 
tional defense to insure na- 
tional security, and our national 
defense funding is almost ex- 
clusively spent on atomic 
weapons. Recently, President 
Reagan has puahed throufl^ 
Iwgtalstinii Hmt inoroaaos this 
already axaggarated amount of 
monoy to Inoreaae our atomio 
military powar to equal that of 
the Uniba of Soviet Sodidists 
Republica*. Mr. Reagan 
bdiavaa that the United States 
is mUitarily iafteior to RuMda. 

lliia ia nonaenae. In moat of 
the major araaa of atomio 
weaponry, the Qnitad Statea ii 
technologically years aliead of 
the USSR. Moat of their fire 
power ia dontained ia land baa- 
ed intercontinental ballistic 
missiles. These weapons 
operate on the about the same 
levels of aoouraoy and eff eo- 
tiveness as Middle Age 
catapults. Our missiles, on the 
other hand, are so accurate that 
they are considered to have 
missed target if they are off by 
the distance between home 
plate and the pitcher's mound 
on a baseball diamond. Our 
most powerful warheads are 
oarried by submarinaa. wfakfli 
are very effective. 

The Soviets have sube too, of 
course. One beaoheed off the 
ooast of Sweden about a month 
ago. The Russian air force is lit- 
tle better. The planes do fly, but 
at apeeds far slower than 
American fighters and 
bombefa'. Russian pilots do not 
compare with American pilots, 
who are mostly college 
graduates comfortable with the 
high technology of their 
maoMnaa. and who log at leaat 
twioe as much flying time per 
month as the Riwliwa. Our 
iv a mv pOatm are mnoh tMttar, 
too, aiaoa most of tham still fly 
regulariy and have had oombat 
aaperianoa to Viat Warn. 

Pnhiv* the stNngast potot 
of the Soviet artillaiy is their 
mato b attle tank; the T-78. 
Unfortwaately, few of thah 
aoldim oan drive the tanks, 
and ttiey do iwt get muah time 
to leam hug/f^m to pnotioe. 
Almost ali A marieana. 
however, oan drive a oar by the 
age of 18, and switching form 
Dad's sedan to Unole Sam's 
tank really is not that diffiotilt 
for our soldiers. The only real 
advantage the USSR has over 
the US is the sheer number of 
draftal^le men, and even that is 
.declining. But remember, ovu* 
men are better educated, better 
trained, better equipped, and 
to oall to arma (most of 
I** 



along the China-USSR border in 
Mongolia). 

Niunbers are not really go- 
ing to play a very important role 
in a nuclear war anyway. What 
is the point in having ten thou- 
sand nuclear warheads when 
two hunndred are more than 
sufficient to obliterate the 
enemy? There is no point in it. 
In fact, the more nuclear 
warheads we have, the more 
dangerous our situation 
becomes because the ohanoes 
for an accident whioh could lead 
to a holocaust increase. As long 
as the proliaUlity of any ovmt 
occurring ia saro. the event 
not happen. 

But an event with even the 
smallest probability of ocour- 
ranoe happens over a long 
enough period of time. We live 
on a nuclear time bomb that is 
going to 00 off all by itself if we 
do not do one of two things: (1) 
set thabomba off, or (2)diaman- 
tle them completely. Some peo- 
ple feel that if we get involved in 
a nuoiear war, it wll be limited. 
Ihe ohanoe tor a suooeasful 
limitad auolsar war haa been 
oaloulatert by acientiata to be 
aboM 10 per cent. That means 
there ia a 80 per oent ohanoe 
that the world will be destroyed. 
What then? 

Peqple beUeve thoy oan suv- 
vive a nuoiear h<docaust. They 
have built and stocked him- 
dreds of fallout shelters aU 
across the country. These peo- 
ple are nurishing delusions." In 
an all-out nuoiear war, one of 
the first things to be destroyed 
will be the ozone layer of the at- 
mosphere. This is the layer that 
blocks out harmful solar radia- 
tion. That means that life on the 
surface would not only have to 
survive the radiation from the 
nuoiear blasts, but increased 
radiation from the sun. 

The only life forms that can 
even hope to oope with that are 
some grasses and insects, pro- 
vided that the earth is not 
thrown out of its orbit and 
hurtled blindly into outer space 
by the numerous nuclear 
blasts. Bvsn if Survivalists 
could live long enough in their 
womb-like shelters without kill- 
ing eaoh other or theaelves, 
mdiat kind of world would they 
re-rmerge to. There would be 
noo culture. . Civilization as we 
know it would be gone forever. 
What takes its idaoe many not 
be any battir, but worss. There 
would be fiM problema of 
eataDliahing aooiatiea and 
govmmsnta that oould dssl 
with the hardships of people liv- 
ing to a a worid with almoat no 
living oreaturss beeides 
t fism s elv ss sndTvrtiatevsr they 
managed to salvage and keep 
'aUva. There would be no tairda 
or trsss or sdiUe foods. It would 
be a deaolate. barren world. 

Picture in hour mind your 
backyard: the leavea rustling in 
a breeze, children playing on 
the lawn, a robin peroh^ on the 
white picket fenoe. This gentle, 
peaceful scene is in great 
danger of extinction. Ebctino- 
tion from the very meana now 
employed to protect it, and for 
no good reason. Surely it is time 
to shift conoentraticm from na- 
tional defense, and seek out 
modern, effective, civilized 
ways to provide for our aeouri-

After 15 j^ars on me gridiron, Mike 
Katz's football career Is coming to a 
close. This Saturday the senior defen- 
sive back Will play in his last game when 
Manfield faces Lo^ H^ven. 

Katz was a member of Coach Joe 
Bottaglleri's first recruiting class. There 
were 70 freshmen football fflayers that 
year, now only ten of them remain on 
the team. In addition to Katz, the other 
nine are: Tom Dickinson, Mike Drass, 
Steve Goodman, Willy Melvin, Steve 
Radocaj, Al Rescorl, Barney Stritch, 
Mark Traister and Dave Zubia. 

Since entering Mansfield from 
Easton Area High School, the six-foot, 
185 pound Katz has lettered all four 
years, and has started in 33 of 37 varsity 
contests. He has ten career intercep- 
tions from his cornerback position, and 
this season he ranks fifth on the team in 
tackles with a total of 65. In 1980 Katz 
was named to the PSAC all-conference 
second team. 

Consistency has been .<atz's 
trademark as a Mountaineer n four 
seasons, he was injured only once. 
"Mike has been very steady for us," 
commented Coach Carmen^ianco. He 
added, "He 1$ not a flashy player and he 
lacks qieed, but Mike always gets the 
Job done. He has stabilized the secon-

Coach Bottaglieri also had nothing 
but praise and respect for Katz. Bot- 
taglieri said, "Mike has been one of our 
most consistent defenseive performers.

Brezhnev dies 

Reagan sends Bush and condolances.

Leonid Brezhnev died Wednesday, 
Nov. 10, 1982, one month short of hu 
. 76th birthday, ending an 18-year rule. 

The death of Brezhnev has addec 
uncertainty to the already tense and 
deteriorating relations between the 
United States and the Soviet Union. 
However, his death has also opened an 
opportunity for Improvement, depen- 
ding on how the Kremlin power struggle 
develops. 

President Reagan sent a condolence 
message to Moscow. The message em- 
phasized an American desire for "an im- 
proved relationship" and for finding 
"areas - where our two . nations can 
cooperate to mutual advantage." 
Reagan wanted to ease the lenston, but 
he also wanted to capitalize on the situa- 
tton. 

Analysts say that because of 
Brezhnev's death, opportunities may 
. arise to make agreements that are more 
flexible. A confusing, prolonged power 
struggle is likely to make the Soviet 
leadership more susceptible to modest 
accommodations in foreign policy. 

Even with the relatively quick 
designation of Yuri V. Andropov as 
head of the Communist Party, few 
analysts believe that will settle the power 
struggle. Most expect it to continue for 
months , or even years. They suggest 
that because Andropov is 68-years old, 
and Kcp^tin Chemenko, another 
u^ was considered fqr the ppri^pn, is 
Tt-^am cM,' in time power wid j^ns to 
a much youriger leader. 
* At the moment, however. President 
Reagan expects no dramatic change in 
foreign Or defense policy by the Soviets. 
Rather, he anticipates a period of Soviet 
caution abroad as new leaders focus on 
domestic economic troubles and their 
own jockeying for power. 

Brezhnev, as the Communist Party's 
General Secretary, President of the 
Supreme Soviet, and Prime Minister, 
was viewed as a more tradittonal leader, 
preserving the traditional views of the 
Communist Party. He had two meUn 
goals, neither of whk:h were realized. 
He wtetecLpeacTand sacurHy for- thr . 
So^ C)n»ii«iidpNiipailt|rte 

Russians who knew him sakl he 
iNishad to go down in hlstevy as • man 



of peace; he had hoped to have detente 
as a monument to his regime. He 
sought to make his country the military 
equal of the United States and promote 
its political influence around the world 
through the policy of detente. 

, His efforts proved counterproduc- 
tive, though, because they stimulated 
the United States to match and exceed 
the Soviet Union in the arms race. He 
also perrnitted an invasion of 
Afghanistan, backed the Cubans in 
Angola, supported Vietnamese occupa- 
tion of Cambodia, gave military aid. to 
guerillas in Central America and 
e^ablished mardal la.w in Poland. 

All this saw'die deifiBc ^ detente; 
the thin^ Bruhnev;' ironically, wanted, 
the most. 

Brezhnev also failed in domestk: af- 
fairs. The economy of the Soviet Union 
has grown ftagnant over the year$. 
Bredinev made no attempt to reform 
the rigidities of centralized economic 
planning. The standard of living has 
also declined and poMical r^vestfon 
has increased. 

His successor faces a formidable 
task. He faces the immediate concern of 
insuring the appearance of continuing 
with Brezhnev's policy. He also faces 
the long-range problems in the 
economy and foreign relations that may 
serve to cause tension within the party. 

Yuri v. Andropov, the newly 
designated head of the Communist Par- 
ty, is the man faced with these dilem- 
mas. 

D^lomats believe that Andropov 
wants to make an early beginning 
tightening of discipline throughout 
. Soviet society to lessen inefficiency and 
waste. They also speculate that An- 
dropov, an impatient man of 68, will be 
a reformer. They believe he will be mak- 
ing a move toward a slightly less rigid 
economic system. They also view An- 
dropov as a tough bugainer, but believe 
that he will seek better rdtiions wMth the 
United States. 

Vice-President Bush has reported 
that Andropov impressed him as being 
self-confident, firmly In command and 
clear about policy and positk>ns. 

This seems to have sdtenglhened the 
Reagan Adn dn istrMkwi'l awssm ant that 
Amfaopov has moved into firm control 
de4>ite an apparent atarugile ior power 
in the first 24 hours after BraAnav's 
daaih.

Canity staied doing this type of 
performance twenty years ago, when 
she presented "The Sound of Music." 
She has been doing one-woman pro- 
ductions across the country ever since. 
Garrity first became Interested in this 
area of theatre while a student at Emer- 
son College in Boston. She took several 
courses Jn oral interpretation, and she 
was very impressed with her instructors. 

Many people are not even aware 
this style of performance exists. In fact, 
one reason Garrtty does these shows Is 
"because If s an art form that most peo- 
ple don't do or even know about." 
Other parformais who have dona oaa- 
woman iImws In tfia past few yeats ate 
Lisa MraieBi and the tnoedlble Lana 
Horn. 

**MawM"ls a very different on^ 
penon show than Hal Halbrook's "Mark 
Twain" or "Harry Truman" perfor- 
mances. In those shows the actor only 
plays one character throughout the en- 
tire play. However, in "Mame," Garrity 
will portray about ten different 
characters. This list includes both sexes 
and a wide variety of ages. 

The show is not taken verbatim, for 
this would be almost Impoasfcls. GuiiQ^ 
takes out the chorus numbers, and of 
course, all the dances as well. For the 
sake of time, she will also eliminate the 
subpbts too. "Normally/I begin by cut- 
tbM down tfia so^ to one hour, insert 
disAo^ to connect ttte scenoes, and 
tfian- m a m otlis tt," said Gantty. The 
hardest part in putting the show 
togettier is devebping each diaracter. 
The performer said that "tfw characters 
must be quite easy to differentiate." It 
generally takes the actress at least six 
months to turn the maleilal into a ftnish- 
ed product. 

It is interesting to note that Garrity

Scoring basM •■Hy in the ilirti 
quarter as Bald Eagle quarterback Dan 
Greer marched his team dowirfleld by 
connecting on passes to recehwrs Bar- 
ron Grantham and Pat Schell: The 
drive stalled on the Mansfield 24-yard- 
line, where Dan Young then booted a 
field goal to ghie Lodt Haven a 3 to 
lead. 

Soon after, Lock Haven again 
mounted an attack deep in Mansfield 
territory. But Mountaineer safety Bob 
Mackenzie broke up a third down pass 
attempt, and once again the Bald 
Eagles had to settle for a three-pointer, 
which gave them a 6 point cushion. 

l^te in the first quarter Mansfield's 
offense clicked into gear. Runningbacks 
Troy Fisher and Mike Egsnrieder began' 
to gain yaniage as the offenrive Hne 
opened up big holes. , Although th«. 
drfye stalled, it was apparent 4iat the 
Mountaineers could move the ball. 

On defense Mensfield played 
flawlessly In the secohd quarter, despite 
the absence of injured l(ackles Tom 
Dickinson and Barney Stritch. The line 
dofninated, with tackle Tony Smith col- 
lecting two quarterback sacks. The 
secondary also performed well, with a 
Willy Melvin interception of an errant 
pass midway through the quarter. 

Mansfield's closest scoring oppor- 
tunity was set up by a Mike Speiss 
screen pass to Egenrieder, which went 
for 41 yards to the Lock Haven 8-yard- 
line. However, the Mountaineers could 
not penetrate the stubborn Eagle 
defense ariy further, with Speiss being 
taclded on a fourth down pass attempt.

Haven again unable to muster any yar- 
dage. Don Chubb, Karl Alston, and the 
rest of the MSC defensive unit played 
with ferocious intensity. "At that point 
we feh we were in control," Alston said. 

The MSC offense also took control. 
Starting at their own 11-yard-line, 
Speiss marched the Mountaineers 
downfiekl. hitting freshman receiver 
Scott D'Amato with a 38-yard-pass. 
The drive, totaling all of 89 yards, was 
described as "excellent" by Bottiglieri. 
culminated with Fisher bunting up the 
.middle for a 15-yard touchdowm. Bob 
Whitmer added the extra pc^ and 
MSC had its first lead 7 to 6. 

The Mountie offense continued to 
move the baU. but was unable to soon 
any more potots. BoMgHeri died two 
turnovers as tlie key reasons why the of- 
fense couM not prmluce any moie scor- 
ing. 

Lock Haven, however, was not to 
be denied. With 7:25 to play, they 
began a drive from their own 34. Greer 
then connected on two passes, the 
crucial one t>eing a 33-yard screen to Ty 
Hall. Three plays later fullback Willy 
Mathias scored what eventually became 
the winning points. The point-after at- 
tempt failed, and LHSC clung to a 12-7 
lead, which stayed that way. 

Fisher finished the day as the game's 
leading rusher with 110 yards on 27 
carries. Egenrieder contributed 67 
yards, while %>eiss was 10 for 19 in 
passing wMi 2 lnterciq)ttons for a 
130-yard net. 

Bottiglieri was proud of the 
defense's performance. Mike Katz, 
Scgtt Seisbve, and Jim Weaver each 
had seveiM tackles. 

In reflecting back on the entire ~- 
season, Bottiglieri admitted that "it was 
disappointing, but not a bitter disap- 
pointment." He mentioned several fac- 
tors for the team's decline, including: 
an inability to score a lot of points; 
several key injuries; various mental 
breakdowns; and a very tough middle 
portion of the schedule. In typical Bot- 
tiglieri fashion, he also shouldered 
much of the blame. Despite the record, 
he praised his players for "hanging in 
there and refusing to quit." "We learn- 
ed a lot from this season," he said, and 
added, "It will help us in preparing for 
next year."

Bonnis Oaayt is marvelous as 
tfis unconsckNis Bunny, lugged fcom 
bs4 to doaat to bsd tfis dsterioraHng

The tiiird aoctton presents Diana, 
played by Julianne Gorda, and Sidney, 
played by Davkl Helndel. They arc a 
British actress nominated for an 
Academy Award and her sexually am- 
biguous husband. The tensions between 
them seem at first the result of the^ im- 
pending award ceremony but are even- 
tually shown to run much deeper. 

Heindel and Gorda turn in 
creditable performances even though 
their British accents don't quite work 
and their movements and body rhythms 
are young American, not sophisticated 
and British.

The National Teacher Examinations 
(NTE) have been restructured for 1982 
and beyond. The two tests of the Com- 
mon Examinations are replaced by 
three tests called the Core Battery. The 
Area Examinations have become the 
Specialty Area Tests. The latter wlB not 
be given at MSC this academic year. 

The Core BiMety. which will be of- 
fend at MSC in Much 1983. consitts of 
tfuee oomponcnli: 

(1) the tart of COMMUNICATION 
SKnXS, wteh contaiM Halenins com- 
prehension, reading comprehension, 
and writing questions and an essay 
question In the writing section; 

(2) the test of GENERAL 
KNOWLEDGE, which includes ques- 
tions about literature and fine arts, 
mathematics, science and social studies; 

(3) the test of PROFESSIONAL 
KNOWLEDGE, which focuses on the 
processes and the context of teaching. 

Each of the new tests Is two hours 
long. Examinees may register to take 
one, two or ail three of the Core Battery 
tests at a single administration. A 
separate score will be refxirted for each 
test; there will be no "total" score^for the 
entire Core Battery, nor will the Core 
Battery and Specialty Area Test scores 
be combined Into a composite score.

. Rumors have been circulating around 
• (ampus recently ' about the changes in 
Residence Life policy concerning students 
moving off campus According to Director 
of Housing Michael Lemastcrs, the policy of 
requiring students to Uvc on campus if thm 
is space avai)abl« is not bdng changed, but is 
being mqra strictly enforced. Lemasters said 
that the college feeb living on cantipus Is Im- 
portant to ftudenf ^.develpppent^ and that 
aUowtng anyone who wants to move off* 
campMS to 49 to makes planning housing 
diffieult, tspadally for the mal^ students. 

The cMiion to eafe w the policy was 
made by, sonMone Nf^KUp, and wont into 
affect this September. UmMtm linadt it 
perfectly dear that people win sifl be ^ to 
move off-campus, but only for certain 
reasons such as marriage, student teaching, 
withdraw! from college, graduation, com- 
munting from home, transfers, or Intern- 
ships. He also stressed that students with 
valid reasons other than these will be con- 
sidered, and that extenuating circumstances 
will be taken into account when making 
these decisions. "What it amounts to is that 
come May, if you live on campus and are 
returning to school in September, you will be 
asked to live on campus," Lemasters said. 

Lemasters also said that incoming 
freshmen will be required to live in the 
dorms, titat this new program "won't affect 
commutm irt all," and that he "never con- 
sidered" asking shidents already living off- 
campus to move back Into tlie d<nns. 

A major part of this new program Is to 
realign two to three floors, changing "female 
spaces to male spaces." Lemasters said if the 
floors aren't realigned "there's no way we 
will be able to house the men." 

Lemasters said he would take his pro- 
posal for realignment to All Residence Hall 
Council at the beginning of next semester. 
"It'll take us about three weeks woring with 
ARHC," he commented. Representatives to 
ARHC from each Dorm Council will then 
take the proposals back to their councils to 
aMJMMnput. 

This input will then be taken back to 
ARHC by the Dorm CouncU reprMentaUves. 
The flnal decisions win be made on the basis 
of this iniM. Lemasters stressed. Lemasters 
iilso said ''studeirts will give us their input " 
through Dorm Council, the RA's, SGA and 
other organitCfions. 

"Part of the problem has been that you 
don't come out with this stuff until the plans 
are made," Lemastns said, commenting on 
the nimon and conhisicm.

Ann Good, federal compliance coordinator, 
sakl that the college was prompted by federal re- 
quhcment* to make the campus uujMilbii to tiie 
Itandlcapped. The college ttaitcd deveki|)kHI a 
plan in 1977. The first Job conference was heU In 
November of 1982 It's purpose was to coordbtate 
what all the contractors would be dolr)g. 

The campus was supposed to be accessible to 
the handkvpped by the end of June, 1980. 
However, the state leglsialure dkl not a p p»9prt a ti 
money until the summer of 1980. The total 
amount awarded by the leglslattire was $260,000. 

Three major projects are underway: a parking 
lot is being paved In front of Pinecrest, and two 
elevators are being Installed, one In Manser and 
one in the Home Economics building. 

The study a m ii ln g the handicapped sttuatkwi 
began with wlieiv the students could sleep. Tlie 
study showed that Pinecrest Is the most euily ac- 
cessible dormitory. A ramp will be added. The 
Pinecrest parking lot Is presently under construc- 
tion 

Over Christmas break construction workers 
will dig a hole for the elevator In the Home Ec. 
building. At the present time those are tlie only 
buildings under construction . The projects will 
finished over the summer. The schedule involves 
300 workdays. Umble sakl, "It will be done in that 
time (furthermon) titcy must, by law, be fliilslwd 
on Ume,"

The cbsinq of I^iksrtfi Hall and the 
Psych. Annex has foMied campus wide 
consolifbtion ancl i#^i||^. of several 
professional offidH avS dqtartmenti to 
other fadtttfes. 

In ttiis period ol consottdation a 
move, iKrt warmly received by many of 
the professional staff and faculty, force^d 
some departments and services of the 
college to move into vacant or little used 
areas of the college dormitories. 

One of these relocations into 
Pinecrest Dorm is considered by some 
students as an inconvience. The fipst 
floor of Pinecrest, up until last semester, 
was considered by some of its residents 
as an ideal floor due to its proximity to 
facilities and other buildings on campus. 

However, it apprears that the opi- 
liion of the paying college student has 
no weight with the adminisbration, as it 
has closed the floor so that it can be 
Utilized as offkre space. A further con- 
fideratlon being examined will provide 
additional office i^aee by dosing the se- 
cond floor of Pinecrest to residents also. 

This proposal has many, if not all of 
those who live there, in an uproar, and 
residents are planning to voice their 
dissapproval of this proposal. Al^cojgdlng 
to Director ofPersonnel and Operations 
Richard Delhi, ''This is one proposal 
that is being considered." Deihl also 
commented that additional solutions to 
the office shortage were being con- 
sidered. "Anothei: proposal is the 
aquisition of the ol^Oak and Hickorv 
dortnitorics for office sj>ace " 

When asked about the now vacant 
Alumni Affairs Office on the second 
floor of Memorial Hall in regards as to 
who should use it, or if it will be con- 
sidered for relocation into that facility, 
he commented thatorigionally the 
Placement Center was to be relocated in 
tHat office,! however, the Placement 
Center was later designated to remain in 
Richards House despite a problem with 
its heating plant. "We are now consider- 
ing letting that office be oqcupied by the 
Student Government Associatton." 

As In all things about moves over 
the last senMsler, tfiis is sul^ect to 
change, and it b doubtful that anytfiing 
will be done in the immediate future to 
ease the office situation or fill vacant of- 
fice'^.

On December 2, Stroudsburg 
started out on a tear, scoring the first six 
points of the contest. It wasn't until the 
17:40 mark when MSG hit It's first shot. 
More so, the initial eight minutes saw 
only eight points for the Mountie cause, 
as tney combined over imxiousness with 
sloppiness. Forturtately for MSC fans, 
things settled, oeatly due to the play of 
junior Nelson Tuitt. After missing the 
opening nine minutes, in came Tuitt 
and up went the score. Quiddy Tuitt's 
eigth and ninth points came, giving 
MSC it's first lead, 25-24, witfi 4:25 re-, 
mainingin the first half. 

After trainling by only one at 
halftime, Mansfield's second half made 
up for its first. Two quicl< baskets by 

fuard Allan Spicer put MSC up, 48-46. 
his was only the btart of quickness. In 
the span of some five minutes, the 
Mountie >ad vantage jumped from two to 
15. Soon after, the lead rose to 16, on a 
Spicer to Geiard Conyers slam-dunk 
play. 

For the remaining six minuties and . 
17 seconds, the Mounties played sound 
basketball on both ends of the court at 
they defeated Stroud, 76-66. For the 
contest, Conyers collected top honors 
with 18 points, Tuitt added 17 and

Saturday night, versus the Red 
Raiders of Shippensburg was different 
than the Thursday contest. There 
wasn't any slow start for Mansfield. 
Both schools began by running like 
horses. It was off to the races. However, 
ak>ng with this, came its share of fouls. 
Gerard Conyers pkrked up a quick 
three, and was fovced to ride the bench 
With over 10 minutes left in the half: 

After am a four-point mai<^ in the 
opening hatt, Mannleld's defense ap- 
plied pressure on who they felt were 
Shipp's scorers, guards Rick Dyer and 
Tom Triggs. As a result, the Red Raider 
point tally was a mere 22 in half number 
two, as compared to Mansfield's 37. 

The fine MSC second half was 
highlighted by top-notch wide passing 
as the lead rose to 51-39 as guard Rob 
Turano hit a layup with 10;28 remain- 
ing The 12-point edge went as high as 
20, as Mansfield broke free of Ship- 
pensburg's vein attempts as trapping 
Turano in the backcourt. Turano's 
passes were completed, and some easy 
points were scored as a result of Ship- 
pensburg's thinking that Turano was 
sbwer than he actually is. The wide 
margin remained for the final three 
minutes and Mansfield posted'-a proud 
73-54 win over the Raiders, now 3-2 
overall. Scoring for Mansfield was 
spread out. Billy Evans hit for 15, while 
freshman guard Chris Venning tossed in 
14. Other Mountaineers in double 
figures were Jeff Banks with 12, Con- 
yers with 12 and Turano with 11. 

"We played a really fine game." ad- 
ded Maisner. "We tried to keep it tight 
in a few key qpots on their team and it 
worked."

The individuals who 
oversee the latter are able to supply a little 
mote rope for ttwir dogs to pace around 
with. The more rope that bulldogs have to 
work with, the more territory they can call 
their own, the more they can do. ' 

Joe Bottiglieri may have i>cen ticcr to a 
short rope He may have pulled and/pulled, 
and occasionally barked for a longer one, 
but no one apparently heard him. So, on 
November 17. 1982, the Mounties head 
football coach of five years released his five 
and one-haif week decision and called it a 
day. His record at MSC, ll->-36- 1, is not a 
good one. His 1982 campaign, the year of 
the upperclastman, didn't turn out the way it 
was supposed to. 

A 3— 6— I for the Mounties season with 
more than its share of letttflMd All- 
Conference performers? How so? After a 
31—0 tear of Brockport on opening day, 
MSC earned what they thought was a 
17—17 draw with a strong California State 
team. A player illegality against Gal turned it 
into a win for MSC. but unfortunately, they 
didn't know it then Next, a tie with a 
Bioomsburg squad that Bott's boys were 
picked to roll. That might have been a factor 
Underanticipation, along with a gamey 
Bloom team spelled the 7^7 tie Then, after 
a somewhat easy win over a defenseless 
Cheyney on October 2, the Mounties and 
.Bottiglieri k>oked to their game of the 
season. It was the biggie and Bott knew it 
MansfleM (Med rival Mlllcrsville, who barely 
defeated MSC in a -60-point rfiootout last 
season. This contest was a heavy factor in 
the Marauders obtaining the '81 PSAC East 
Chaiin)lonship. 

This year's MSC-Millersville match 
wasn't a thriller in the least, as Millersville 
and their two big-piay running backs won 
solidly. The loss was the fiist of six in a row 
for MSC 

Six in a row. Eleven-36 and one. 
Sounds kind a sad, but before Joe Bottiglieri 
arrived at Mansfield, it was worse. Joe Bot- 
tiglieri did turn Mansfield football around 
from its all-time bw. Give him that much A 
year after fiis arrival, MSC jayvee ball was 
reborn wMhatwo<^ame schedule, which has 



been added to each year. Along with this, 
recruitinlg has blossomed. 

When asked about some of his 
achievements, he quiedy stdd, "We've won 
respectabiiity in conference competition." 
Give hUilhat much. A perfect example was, 
as mentioned earlier, the prior season's 
game with Millersville. In the last few years 
before Bottiglieri's arrival, Mansfield football 
kwas a sadder show. Bottiglieri helped raise 
the level of play somewhat to where if a 
competitive conference team wanted to beat 
the Red and Black, they had to play hard 
football to do it. 

"But if we're to be a complete conference 
team, we must establish a scholarship pro- 
gram," said the coach. This may be where 
the bulldog is tied. "I think President Travis 
is pro-athletics, but knowing the resources 
we have, I don't think we have enough to 
support sports and be really competitive" 
Besides a stnong yearning for a scholarship 
program Bottiglieri feels that MSC football 
needs "...improvements with the stability in 
our coaching staff. We need to hire some ful 
time staff." As Bott sees it, the six assistants 
now on. staff are quality coaches, but full- 
tini»-«othmitment, which comes with fuU- 
tttne woiking houis, is missing fconi oie piO' 
ture. 

Bottiglieri has a viewjaf things in terms of 
just what MSC is capable to do for sports. He 
feeb that MSC has its hands tied, but points 
no fingers at any indlvhiuals. His synopsis of 
the situation reflects only a school with finan- 
cial problems. "Look at it, we have loads of 
computer science majors here. How many 
terminals do we have for them?" 

So, now he must move on. When asked 
what's next, he said, "1 really don't know 
right now. but I am a football coach by pro- 
fession I depend on football for my 
livelihood and I want to continue as a coach. 
However, under the present situation, I fek it 
was time to leave." 

Bottiglieri leaves, as he calls it. "with no 
sour apples." His opinion isn't that MSC is 
refusing to cater more heavily to athletics, it 
isthat MSCisuriabletodoso. BottHiliert is a 
calculttor. "Our players deserve mote than 
our staff and I can provide at this Hme, and 
more importantly, the turn needs more tfian 
this institution is capoMs of providing f6r 
them."
